Besides He Has No 
New Information,

TORONTO (^)—Igor Gou- 


zenko, in an interview copy- 
righted by the Toronto Tele- 
gram, said today he decided 
not to be interviewed by the 
Jenner subcommittee of the 
U. S. senate. 


Gouzenko is the former Russian 


code clerk w h o s e disclosures 
sparked the Canadian spy trials 
in 1946. The Senate subcommittee 
on internal security, headed by 
Sen. Jenner (R-lnd), twice for- 
warded icquests to inlerview him, 
afler he was quoled as saying he 
had 
valuable information. 
Last 


week Ihe Canadian goveinment 
a g r e e d that such questioning 
would be pel-milled, but with re- 
slricls including one that Gou- 
zenko's testimony be subject to 
censorship by Canada. 


Notes "Words" 


Gouzenko now is a Canadian 
itizen and lives in an Ontario vil- 
age under an assumed name. He 
aid today he had lead the state- 
ment made last week by Lester 
B. Pearson, Canadian foreign sec- 
clary. He added: 
"I noted the words, 'It is his 
Gouzenko's) responsibility to de- 
ermine the effect of any such dis- 
cussions on the preservation of his 
new idcnlity and consequently on 
us safety.' 


'It is clear therefore that the 


mailer of the interview is now up 
o me and the choice before me is 
cither the conversation with U. S. 
tfficials or the safety of my family 
and myself. 
| 


Choose* Safety 


"I choose safety, not because to 


do otherwise would be 
foolish 


courage; in some cases, such as 
he defense of one's honor, even 
oolish courage is excusable; but 
because I consider the safety of 
my family is not just a personal 
matler. Canadian and U. S. secur- 
ly is'also involved." 


In his statement to the Toronto 


Telegram Gouzenko said he has no 
new information about any spy 
nng. He said he would have told 
he U. S. investigalors there are 
many in Soviet spy networks, es- 
)ecially in Canada and the United 
Uates, who could be encouraged 
lo desert Russian allegiance, as he 
did — if their fear could be re- 
moved.

These people, he said, should be 


assured of safety and lifelong pro- 
tection with material security. 


Rhee-, Chiang Call for 
Asian Anti-Red Front 


SEOUL OB—Details of the secret talks between Syngman Rhee and 


Chiang Kai-shek began unfolding today with a South Korean invitation 
to the free nations of Asia to form a united anti-Communist front. 


South Korean Foregm Minister 


Pyun Yung Tai said plans for such 
a union were started last weekend 
in the Formosa meeting of the 
Presidents of South Korea and 
Nationalist China. 


"The offer is open to the free 


nations in Asia to sponsor a con- 
ference to materialize the Rhee- 
Chiang plan." Pyun said in an in- 
terview. "We are waiting for re- 
sponse. ..." 


There has been speculation that 


Rhee and Chiang were forming a 
two-party alliance to,oppose com- 
munism, but Pyun's invitation in- 
dicated a much broader program. 


Pyun said the conference should 


be held as soon as possible. 


He said it could be held in any 


Allan country—as a sponsor—that 
has pnv«4 U WM aoU-Communiti 


Although he did not say so— i 


was apparent that Pyun would no 
welcome' India at such a confer 
ence and also had misgivings 
about Japan, the strongest Indus 
trial nation in Asia. 


Pyun noted that Japan has no 


"outlawed" the Communist party 
However, he would not specificallj 
exclude Japan from any parley 
he said. 


Pyun proposed that the Asian na 


lions draw up political and mutua 
defense agreements, but made n< 
mention of economic or trade pacts 
at this time.

Such evidence includes a $20 bill, 


a folded piece of paper upon which 
the name of a horse WHS written, 
and various miscellaneous items. 


Killing Oct. 28 


Judge Grovcr Gehiint ruled dur- 


ing the Oct. 28 hearing to suppiess 
all evidence icmoved liom Lloyd's 
person with the exception of the 
$20 .bill and the folded piece of 
paper. 


The amended motion is an at- 


tempt to have the two items, al- 
lowed ns evidence, also Mippicased. 


Judge Gehiuit today will be call- 


ed upon to sustain or reverse his 
earlier decision. 


Lloyd's trial Tuesday will be held 


in Lee county rlrcult court instead 
of county court to make room for 
anticipated spectators. 


Previous hearings have attracted 


more than* usual public attention 
for a county court case. Lloyd's 
rase,will be presented* before a 
jury, with Judge Grovcr Gchant 
on the bench.

Communists Offer Broad 
Program for Korea Peace

PANMUNJOM W—The Communists today offered a broad proposal 


for a Korean peace conference—some of it new and some of it old— 
but most of it got a cold shoulder from U. S. delegate Arthur H. Dean. 


Dean in turn offered the Reds 


a compromise plan to let Russia 
nit in on th« conference as a 
"Neighbor of Korea," taking part 
as a "third party" with full voting 
privileges. 


Dean's suggestion was a revis- 


ion of earlier U. N. demands that 
a conference include only the two 
belligerent side* with Russia on the 
Communist side if she attends. 
However, an 
Allied spokesman 


said: 


"We expect the law of gravity 


will operate to take care of that 
situation and we would not be sur- 
prised if Russia would show up as 
the chief spokesman for the Com- 
munists." ' 


Both sides agreed to take a day 


off to study the new proposals. 
They will meet again Wednesday.

1. Enactment of changes in the

WASHINGTON (Si — .The Eisen- 


hower administration is asking con- 
gress to change the law on wire- 
tapping. The reason: to help the 
government bring alleged spies to 
trial. 


Congress does not return until 


January. But already there is ar 
gument on the Tightness or wrong- 
ness of the administration's re> 
quest, made by Atty. Gen. BroW' 
nell. 


This is the background: 
There is a federal law on wire 


tapping, passed by Congress in 
1934, which says "no person, not 
being authorized by the sender, 
shall intercept any communication 
and divulge or publish the exist- 
ence, contents, substance, purport 


effect or meaning • of - such Inter- 
cepted communication to any per- 
son.

"And" Key Word 
word in the sentence is 


'and." The sentence says wires 
can't be tapped—and—the informa- 
tion made public, such as in a fed- 
eral court trial of the person whose 
wire has been tapped. 


The law has nothing to do v with 


state or city statutes on wire tap- 
ping, so what is said here applies 
to federal courts. 


The Supreme Court, in a couple 


of decisions, has ruled: 


1. Wiretap information can't be 


used in court to convict anyone. 


2. Even if the government uses 


wire taps only for leads in gather- 
ing further information, this infor 


mation can't be used.in court to 
convict anyone. 
. 


But one attorney general after 


another, including Brownell, has 
interpreted the law as, permitting 
wiretapping by the government 
even though the wiretap informa 
lion cannot later be used at a 
trial.

Winston or as recently resurrected by the Republicans, is in 
its warning. And, hopefully, that appears to have registered 
with Mr. Eisenhower.

versed on all top policy and how it is made. Nixon sits with 
the National Security Council. He is crucially involved in 
the difficult work of explaining administration aims to con 
gress, and tempering senatorial attitudes when they are 
hostile. 
His current trip to the Far East is much more than a 


ceremonial excursion. Nixon, at such places as Tokyo, has 
been a true policy spokesman for Mr. Eisenhower. He is ex- 
plaining wherever he goes.- And he is also learning—study- 
Ing problems and people, making'acquaintances, building a 
background in a vital and too-little understood area of Amer- 
ican policy.

All this gives rise to hope that we may, after all, gain

And if I could get 
enough customers and enough businessmen to believe me, we would 
very shortly have a sure-enough recession on our hands; and I would be 
a. great prophet, a friend of the people, and a shoo-in for public office., 


But the distressing fact today is that many of the gloomy predic- 


tions that we hear from time to time are not coming primarily from

Well, as a steel man. I'v^e learned to my sorrow, these last 


years, that you can't make a profit on the business you turn away; 
that's why I think that our present-day pessimists should develop a 
little perspective as they analyze these trends. I also think they should 
define their terms, because to the average American, the word reces- 
sion" is merely economic double talk meaning "depression. It is the 
exact opposite of the word "prosperity," andMt is certainly a far cry 
from any business situation that now exists or that is likely to exist 
so far as I can see. 


In saying that I am not trying to minimize the importance or tne 


significance of trends; but as a businessman, there is one statistic in 
which I put more faith than in any other-and that is the condition of 
the American consumer's pocketbook. 
, 


Today more people have jobs in America than ever before in our 


'-about 63'/2 million of them, in fact. They are also getting the 


i,iK,.cat wages in history. Persohal income of the American people as 
a whole stands at an all-time peak. They are spending more money 
'than ever before; and in spite of all they are spending, they still man- 
aged to save the fabulous sum of 17 billion dollars last year. 


The market is there, and the money is there, and all in the world 


we have to do is go out and get it! I know, of course, that our Prophets 
of Pessimism are terribly'worried by the fact that there is no P«t-up, 
postwar barklog of consumer demand as there was at the end of World 
War II. But do you believe for a minute that all of the.se millions of 
people, with all of these billions of dollars in their pockets, have already 
bought everything they need and want? 
*

* 


Well, neither do I. If the product is right and the price is right, 


they are ready and able to buy it. We only have to make what they 
want; and to make them want what we make. So what our pessimists 
are really talking about is not a recession at all. It is nothing 
" 


less than plain, old-fashioned competition, with plenty of 
and salesmanship. And that's right down our alley! 


To sum It all up, therefore, let me put it this way: 
Well, you don't get over a party like that without having some kind 


of a hangover—or at least, so I've been told. There are Just naturally 
bound to be headaches, dislocations and readjustments: but let's rec- 
ognize the headaches for what they really arc: the pains produced by 
past excesses and not the symptoms of some impending economic dis- 
ease. We are not sickening: we are recovering, and we have nothing 
to fear except, perhaps, the blandishments of our Socialist-minded 
friends who will be back in full force next year trying to persuade us 
to take just one more little nip of the hair of the dog that bit us! 


But the only real cure for what ails us is plenty of exercise nnd 


hard work. 


Now all of us realize, of course, that many of the economic diffi- 


culties we see around, us are properly the concern of government, and 
that it is not within our power, as individuals, to correct them. 


We know that our jerry-built tax structure needs a complete over- 


haul job, so that the enormous revenues which our government must 
have, can be raised without destroying the incentive of our people to 
produce more and to biry^more. 


We know that farm income is declining: and that no one has yet 


devised a government price-support program that will promote read- 


future and tell you what .is going to happen next month or next year. 
I'm just the plodding, earth-bound type of fellow who believes that our 
economy will he a whole lot better off in the long run If we spend loss 
time trying to rend the future and more energy trying to make the

He felt there was a "very real 


chance" he could have been nomi- 
nated by the Republicans to run 
against Roosevelt. And he thought 
that, if nominated, he probably 
would have won. 


These 
opinions—sharply 
chal- 


lenged by onetime Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman James A. Farley, 
\among others—came to light in 
"The Secret Diary of Harold L. 


Ickes." of which a fiist, 705-page 
installment will be published Tues- 
day (Simon & Schuster, $6). 


Jokes reveals that, for all his 


misgivings about Roosevelt, the 
Picsident's wife and chief aides, 
and in spite of his own secret 
picsidential hopes, he stayed on as 
a New Deal stalwart because he 
feared the Republicans would de- 
liver the country to big business if 
they got the chance. 


Ickes died early last year and 


the six-milUon-word diary h«> kept 
under lock and key is only now 
being released piecemeal by his 
widow—censored, at that, to spare 
the feelings of the living from some 
of Ickes' more sulphurous com- 
ments. 


"Double-Crowed" 


It was after Roosevelt did not 


back him in an expansion of the 
Interior department, to take in all 
conservation activities, that Ickes 
lamented he had been "double- 
crossed." 


He quoted Rep. Dcmpscy (D- 


NM) as saying it would have been 
hard to impeach the late Sen. Hucy 


Long (D-La) for calling the Presi- 
dent a liar since Long might well 
have pioved it. And he goes on: 


"It is pietty tough when things 


like this can be said about the 
President of the United States and 
when members of his own official 
family and his own party in con- 
gress feel that he cannot be relied 
upon."

As for Mis. Roosevelti Ickes 


complained bitterly that she kept 
meddling in govcinment affairs— 
especially his. He accused her, 
along with Hopkins, who lan the 
Works Progress administration, of 
spending money "like drunken 
sailors." 


DeclincK Comment 


When asked, Mrs. Roosevelt de- 


clined comment on the book. 


In one sai castle passage Ickes 


wrote that soon he would' expect 
the First Lady's young grandchil- 
dren, Sistic and Buzzie Dall, to be 
issuing orders to his staff. 


"Fortunately,"

CHICAGO OT>-A federal, judge 


today refused to set aside the tax 
fiaud conviction of Harold E. Sul- 
livan, executive vies president of 
the defunct Shotwell Mfg. Co., a 
Chicago candy firm. 


Sullivan, who is a brother of 


U. S. District Judge Philip L. Sul- 
livan, faces a possible maximum 
penally of 10 years imprisonment 
and a $20,000 fine. 


Sullivan, two fellow officials of 


the Shotwell firm, and the corpo- 
lation itself, were convicted Oct. 
16 by a district court Jury of fraud- 
ulently evading $286,607 in 1945 
and 1946 income taxes on the com- 
pany's unreported income of $500,- 
000. 


Judge Gunnar H. Nordbye, who 


was summoned from Minneapolis 
to preside at the trial because of 
Sullivan's relationship with the 
judge of the Northern District of 
Illinois, mailed his ruling on Sul- 
livan's motion for acquittal to the 
court clerk in Chicago. 


The Shotwell firm was

$20,000 on two tax fraud counts. 
Byron A. Cam, piesident of the 
firm, was sentenced, to1 three years 
in prison nnd fined $2,000.

Russian Gold 
Arrives at 
London Port 


LONDON (lf> — Nearly on« mil- 


lion pounds ($2,$00.000) worth oi 
Russian gold arrived at London 
Airport fiom Prague today, and 
was rushed off under heavy police 
guard to a secret destination in 
London. 


THe gold—nearly three tons of 


ingots stamped with the hammer 
and sickle hallmark—was the final 
consignment of 5l/x million pounds 
($15,400,000) worth of Soviet gold 
flown into London by three special 
chartered planes. The first two 
planes arrived Sunday after pick- 
ing the gold up in Prague, where 
it had been flown from Moscow.
